Far up in northern Holland smong
the dikes nnd canals of the little king-
dom lUes Broeck, the original Bpotloes
Town. The pualings of the fepces of
Broeck are sky blue, The streots are
paved with shinlng brioks of many col
ors. The houses are rose colored,
black, gray, purple, lght blue or pale
grecn. The doors are paloted and glld-
od. For hours you may not sve n goul
in the streets or at the windows. The
strects and housen, bridges, windows
and barns show a neatness and a bril-
flancy that are absolutely palnful, At
every step a new effect Is disclognd, a
new soene s beheld, as If paluted upon
the drop curtiln of a stage, Every-
thing I8 wlnute, compact, palnted,
spotiess nand ¢lean. In the houscs of
Broeck for clenning purposes yon will
find blg hroome, ltile broome, tooth-
brushes, aqua fortis, whiting for the
window panes, rouge for the forks and
aspoons, conl dust for the coppor, emery
for the iron utensils, brick powder for
the floors nnd even amall splinters of
wood with which to plek out the tiny
bits of straw in the eracks botween the
bricks, Ilere are some of the rules of
this wonderfal town:

Cltizans munt leave thelr shoes at the
door wheni ontering s houss

Before or after sunsst no one s allowsd
to smoke excepting with a
cover, s0 thnt the ashes wil
tered upon tha sireet.

Any one crossing the villags on horse-
back must get out of the saddle and lead
the horve,

A cuspldor shall be kept Ly the front
door of ench house, whers It may be ae-
oconaible from the window,

It I8 forbidden to crosn the village In a
earriage or to drive animals through the
.u“"&

In addition to these establshed rules

it s the custom for every eltizen who
sees a leaf or n bit of straw blown be-
fore his house by the wind to pick it
up and throw It into the canal. The
people go 600 pacos out of the village
to dust thelr shoes, Domens of boys
are pald to blow the dust from be-
tween the bricks in the streets four
times an hour. In certaln houses the
guests are carrled over the threshold
80 a8 not to soll the pavements, At
one thme the mania for clenning In
Broeck reached such a polut that the
bhousewlves of the village neglected
even thelr religlous duties for scrub-
bing and washing. The village pastor,
after trylng every sort of persuaslon,
preached a long sermon, In which he
declared that every Dutchwoman who
had faithfully folfilled her dutles to-
ward Ged In this world would find In
the next a house packed full of furni
ture and stored with the most various
and preclous articles of use and orna-
ment, which, not belng distracted by
other occupations, ahe wonld be able
to brush, wash and polish for all eter-
nity, The promise of this sublime
recompense and the thought of this
extreme happiness filled the women
with such fervor and plety that for
Jnonths thereafter {be pastor bad no
cause for complaint,
* Around every house In Droeck are
buckets, benches, rakes, hoes and
stakes, all colored red, blue, white or
yellow. The brilllancy and variety of
colora and the cleanliness, brightness
and minlature pomp of the place are
wonderful. At the windows there are
embroldered curtaing, with rose col-
ored ribbons, The blades, bands and
nalls of the gayly paioted windmilis
shine like sllver., The houses are
brightly wvarnlshed and surrounded
with red and white rallings and fences,
The panes of glass ln the windows are
bordered by many lines of different
hues, The trunks of all the trees are
pailnted gray from root to branch,
Across the strenms are many little
wooden bridges, each palnted as white
a8 gnow, The gutters are ornnmented
with a sort of wooden festoon, per-
forated Hke luce. The poluted fa-
cades are surmounted with a small
weathercock; a lttle lance or some-
thing resembling o bunch of flowers.
Nearly every house has two doors,
one In front and one behind, the last
for everyday entrance and exit and
the former opened only on greut oces-
slons, such us births, deaths and mar-
rlages.

houses. The paths are hardly wide
enough to walk In. One could put
his arm around the fHowerbeds,
dalnty arbors would barely bhold two
persons sitting close together, The Ut-
tle myrtle hedges would scarcely reach
to the knees of a four-year-old child,
Between the arbors and the flower
beds run little eanals which seem mude
to float paper bouts, They are crossed
by minlnture wooden bridges, with
colored plllars and parapets. There
are ponds the slge of a buath, which
are ulmost concealed by lilliputian
boats tied with red cords to Dblue
stakes, tiny staircases and mininture
kitchan gurdens, Everything could be
measured with the bhand, crossed at a
leap, demollghed by n blow. ore-
over, there are trees cut o the shape
of fans, plumes and disks, with thelr
trunks colored white and blue. At
every step oue discovers & pew ellfect,
a fresh combloation of hues, o novel
caprice, some new absurdity.

The rooms are vory tiny and vesem-
ble so muny bagaars. There are porce-
Jain figures on the cupboard, Chinese
cups and sugar bowls on and under
the tables, plates fastened on the
walls, clocks, ostrich eggs. shells,
vases, plates, glasses, placed lo every

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SECONDHAND S8TORES.

Modern Homses Vastly Diffevent
‘From the Old Time Junkshops.
“One of the curlous aspects of mod-

ern business conditiona,™ sald a philo-
pophic business man, “is the growth of
what we call the secondhnnd buslness,
There are more secondhand houses
now than ever before, and [ atiribute
it to the changes in style which are
constantly takiog place In all things
which entoer into the soclal fe. When
one sponks of a secondhand store,
there are many persons wbo will think,
slmply of secondhand furnlture, bu-
reaus, wardrobes, tables, beds and
things of that sort. But the businesa
has become so extensive that one may
find slmost anyt*inug in elther the use-
ful or the ornamental line In these
plitces.

“l am not speaking of the curlo
shops elther, whate you can find any-
thivg from an antiguated penny to the
rarest and most elaborate thing In an
artistic way, old pletures wnd new
ones, old books, old anything you may
call for. 1 have In mind the regular
pecondhand houses which do n com-
plete and up to date secondhand busi-
ness, Go into one of these plnces and
pee for yourself the changes which
have been wrought in the business,

“I'ime was when one of these places
was a junkshop merely, a sort of old
farniture hospital or almehouss, a
place for ehalrs with broken arms and
tables with broken lags and beds with
pearred beads und old clocks with
broken faces and missing hands and
all that sort of thing. But the condl-
tiona are different now. You see, peo-
ple want to keep up with the proces-
plon, Btyles are always changing. A
new kind of furniture comes in. The
furnitnre on hand I good as new, but
one must have the new thing, this new,
maguificent kind of sideboard or this
new colored bedroom sult or this latest
thing In something else. The old stuff
s sold and the new kind bought.

“This s one reason, and the main rea-
pon, for the growth of the secondhand
business. Of course the change has
not affected merely furniture and
household goods, It has applied to all
the utilities and all the ornaments, and
hence a vast variety of things may be
found in the secondhand store”—New
Orleans Times-Democrat,
